ROME, Sept. 7 -^IJaJy's attitude in 


refusing to recognize "the competence 
of the League of Nations to intervene 
in her dispute Greece shoqld have met 
u-ith approval above all m America, 
said Promier Mussolini in an jnte^v 
riew. "Indeed," he said, "th.e attempt 
made to pefuse a great power like 
Italy the right to defend her own 
honor was a demonstration of the 
dangers Americans were the first 'to 
detect in this organism which far fBon> 
facilitating a solution of such contro- 
versies between §tates render them 
more difficult anfl dangerous. 


"Italy is finely convinced of th« 


rjghtfulness of her position," he said, 
and he asked nothing" better than that 
Greece accept as soon as possible her 
demand for reparations, thus ending 
the present situation. 


Mussolini said he had beerj painful- 


ly impressed by the unjjast criticism 
directed against Italy by some of the 
American newspapers.

Minter 
went'on trial hero today, and follow- 
ing the verdict his attorneys at on^ 
made known their Intention cf ap- 
plying for a new trial. The date the 
death penalty is. to be carried out 
•was not fixed, pending the new trial 
motion-. 


Suffering of his daughter from treat- 
ment alleged to have been adminis- 
tered by her husband 
resulted in 


Minter becoming a monomaniac and 
for sometime he had craved to kill 
Trouton, hlB son-in-law according to 
evidence. 


Trouton'* body was found floating 


In a creek near here a month ago. 
Examination 
showefl his skull was 


orushed and 
hie body 
contained 


what was believed to be bullet holes, 
Minter. his sons, Jeff and Grady; has 
sona-in-law, Floyd Weldon and Leon 
Goodrum, and Wm. Feltman 
were 


taken into custody and later charg- 
ed with murder. 


The father, according to Sheriff S. 


P. Carpenter's testimony, confessed to 
hi mon 3 occasions to having killed 
Trouton, the motive being to prevent 
his daughter a«d son-in-law effect- 
Ing a reconciliation, wtfich 
Minter 


said he believed would bring about 
more suffering. 
Mrs. Trouton, witnesses said, had 


been whipped by her husband on sev- 
eral occasions, once so severely that 
Trouton was placed in jail., Minter's 
daughter again made her home with 
her family. She told her father of 
her domestic trouble. Minter began 
to brood over it and witnesses testi- 
fied that whenever Trouton's name 
was mentioned Minter would leap to 
his feet and display anger. 


Dr. E. ~L. Merrell of Newman, testi- 


fied he had examined Mrs. Trouton 
in August 1922, declaring he "had 
never seen anyone 
quite so badly 


beaten up as she was." 


Three or four days before Trou- 


ton's death, Minter received a let- 
ter from him. 
The letter was pro- 


duced as evidence and it expressed 
Trouton's love for his wife amd cau- 
tioned the father 
not to interfere 


•with plans to effect a reconciliation. 


The father, it was said, summoned 


his sons and in-laws; they held a 
council and a plan -was arranged to 
dispose of Trouton. Feltman was se- 
cured to lure Trouton from his home 
to where the Minters would seize 
him and take him to the designated 
place of execution. 
There was no miscarriage in tht1 


plans. Trouton faced 
the group im 


the woods, according to evidence. He 
was condemned to die and Sheriff 
Carpenter told of how Minter relat- 
ed to him that he and his four sons 
weighted Trouton down with rocks 
attached to a hevy plow line a*id 
threw him into a creek alive. Minter 
said they followed 
the body down 


stream to make sure it did not come 
to the surface, the sheriff said. The 
sheriff declared Minter first admit- 
ted shooting Trouton. but later re- 
tracted this part of his confession. 


' Minter's trial was one of the short- 


est in the history of Georgia courts. 
There were but few witnesses among 


, them being Mrs. Mary Minter Trou- 


ton, -widow, who in testifying for the 
defense told 
of domestic 
troubles 


and threats 
alleged to have 
been 


made by her husband against her 
fath-er. 
' Tttie trials of the other five men of 
thtTiharges of murder in connection 
wltr/Trouton's death are expected to 
get/under way as rapidly as possible.

A'RPENDEN, England, Sept. 7.— 
"The man with the haunted eyes." 


That's the manner In which the 


villagers here spoke of the tall, sol- 
dierly-looking man of sixty odd who 
settled amonr them some 16 years 
ago. He was known as "Count Jean 
Marie do Vollement." 
And that is 


all they over did find out about him 
in this obscure village In Hereford- 
shire, only 24 miles from London. 


Tho suspicion that he aroused was 


increased when the war broke out. 


The years slipped along and last 


May he died nad was quietly buried 
In Harpenden. 
And three 
months 


afterwards It was acolflently revealed 
that he as the notorious "man with- 
out a 
country"—the 
arch 
rascal, 


traitor and spy—Major Estorhazy, one 
of the most .notorious figures in the 
famous Dreyfus drama which rocked 
France to its foundations 26 years 
ago.What the man's real 
name was 


will never be known. 
He came to 


France from Hungary, and enlisted 
in the famous Foreign Legion. 
He 


rose to the grade fo majpr in the 
French army. 
He was attached to J 


the general staff. So was an artillery 
captain—Alfred Dreyfus. 


There ere leakages somewhere in 


the war office. 
French military se- 


crets were being betrayed to the Ger- 
mans. 
An incriminating paper was 


found which purported to be in the 
handwriting of Dreyfus. 
Anti-semit- 


ism at that time was at its height in 
France and Dreyfus was a Jew. 
He 


was accused of betraying his coun- 
try and after a secret military trial 
in 1894 
was 
found 
guilty. 
After 


years of suffering and imprisonment 
he v.-as cleraed in 1906. 


Meanwhile the real traitor—Ester- 


hazy—who had 
sold 
his 
adopted 


country to the Germans for a paltry 
$400 per month, remained in England 
whither he he<1 fled. He confessed

the forgery. 


For years, he eked out a miserable 


existence. slinlCTng around the pur- 
lieus'of Soho, the foreign quarter of 
London. 
Then he got a job ap a 


drummer for canned 
goods.

hazy left London, the bogus Count 
Jean Voilement appeared in Harpen- 
den. 
And there he remained in ob-

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla.,, Sept. 6. 


—Unfolding- "the story of Tulsa" as 
gleaned from sworn testimoney taken 
before a. military court, Aldrich Blake, 
executive counsellor, appealed to the 
press tonight on account of some of 
the brutal floggings that 
led Gov- 


ernor J. C. Walton to invoke martial 
la-sv in Tulsa county. 
Detailing 
a 


series of whippings, only a few of 
those that have spread 
terror 
for 


more than a year in' many 
Tulsa 


county homes, Mr. Blake said: 


''Through the 1,200 pages of testi- 


mony runs the same brutal refrain. 
It's always the Klan or members of 
the Klan. 


"In every case thus far examined, 


except two which have not proceed- 
ed very far, the evidence 
has led 


straight to the doorstep of the invis- 
ible empire,t known as the Knights of 
the Ku Kiui Klan. Not an alien has 
been accused; not a breath of sus- 
picion against a single Tulsa cjuze.n 
except members 
of the "imperial" 


organization. 


"The whole story of Tulsa will nev- 


er be told," he said. 
"Men See from 


savagery and torture. Scores -of Tulsa 
victims fled. The average man is 
pretty apt to change his address af- 
ter his skin has been whipped until 
it is raw and then he is threatened 
with death if he tells.

acciy what happened in Tulsa, not 
once, but many times.

Crop Money to 


Feed Animals 


(By Tho Associated Press) 


RALEIGH, N. C-. Sept. 7.—It takeH 


about half the money received from 
the cotton crop i*i North Carolina to 
feed the work animals on farms with- 
in the state, tocording to an estimate 
made by Earl Houstetler, who has 
been investigating the cost of feeding 
work animals used on the branch sta- 
tion farms conducted Jointly by the 
North Carolina State College and the 
Department of Agriculture. 


Last year 851,000 hales of cotton 


•were produced In North Carolina and 
during the same period there were 
406,701 work animals on North Caro- 
lina farms, says Mr. Hosteller. Ac- 
cording to six years' study of animal 
feedictg- costs on three branch experi- 
mental farms, the average feeding 
cost of a. work animal Is $139.28 per 
head. 
"Therefore," gays Mr. Hostetler, "If 


we assume that the average farmer 
of the etate can maintain his animals 
for $100 a head per year, we still have 
the astonishing Jtact that approxi- 
mately one half of the money receiv- 
ed from, cotton la needed to maintain 
the work animals used on North Car- 
olina farms. 
These figures are for 


the state as a whole. If we consid- 
ered only the cotton producing- areas 
alone, the most of maintalnenance 
would 
be 
higher, 
because 
-where 
greater diversification 
of crops is 


practiced the growers do not have to 
buy so much feed." 


In view of theee facts. Bays Mr. 


Hostetler, there are three things that 
ought to be done to make this great 
maintenance charge less costly. The 
three steps he advocates are the pro- 
duction of sufficient grain and hay on 
the home farms, the pro_per planning 
of farm operations so that animals 
may be worked a maximum amount 
of time, and the provision of a good 
pastures for working stock to graze

Incorporators of the Abraham Lincoln 
University now being founded by the 
citizens of Lincoln's home town. 
At meetings already held to further 


the Idea of a national university for 
everybody, labor leaders and 
capi- 
talists eat side by side. 
Among the 


men aiding in fostering the Lincoln 
university are former Senator Law- 
rence Y. Sherman, Republican na- 
tional 
committeeman 
for Illinois; 


John H. Walker, president of the Il- 
linois Federation of Labor, Jewish 
rabbis, Protestant ministers and Cath- 
olic priests. 


A fund of $1,000,000 is to be raised 
this year, according to Dr. E. E. Hagr- 
ler, chain an fo the university com- 
mittee, and it is planned to open the 
new institution in September, 1924. 


The ideals of the university will be

ideals, 
Senator 
Sherman 


said, and its founders hope to make 
it a self-help institution where any- 
body who wants to learn, regardles= 
of his bank account, can study night 
and day and Sunday, if he cannot 
come at other tijues. 


"In the classroom there is to be an 


honest search for truth," he declared. 
"The final word has not yet been said 
on morals, politics and economics. A 
teacher may gaitate against existing 
institutions as much as he likes, pro- 
vided only that he does not advocate 
reform by bloodshed and other forms 
of violence. 
"When the country is at peace there 


is no part of our system which will 
not be the better for an exchange of 
ideals and free criticism freeliy and 
sincerely given. 
We want to nistill 


individuality fo thought and person- 
ality in the students." 


An example of the Interpretation of 


Lincolnian ideals by his fellow towns- 
men was evidenced at one of the 
meetings, attended by 200 citizens, 
when someone proposed that the pol- 
icy of the new university be to sup- 
port the government against "its ene- 
mies." The meting promptly vetoed 
a proposition so phrased. 


"The form of our present govern- 


ment is not the last word," Dr. Hag- 
ler replied. 
"The American political 


institution must be elastic. 
We do 


not want to stand firmly for things 
as they are and deny the need of 
progress." 


When the question of calling the in- 


stitution a Christian university came 
up, some non-Christians on the com- 
mittee objected. 
The policy finally 


adopted was to make the university 
Christian in the ethical sense, for the 
school Itself will be strictly non-de- 
nominational,

promised. 


The ultimate hope of the-founders 


is to make Abraham Lincoln univer- 
sity a national university, according 
to Dr. Hagler. but for the present the 
project and the finances of the proc 
posed school will be furthered and 
supported by Springfield citizens.
